It was stated by school authorities 
that approximately 440 suffered only 
Blight illness and were back at then- 
desks, and that the total number af- 
fected probably reached 700.

are more than 1,100 students in the 
school.

, Great Britain, as well as the other powers 
of Europe, is a question no one can ans- 
wer. All that can be said is that there 
would have been a far greater likelihood 
of harmonizing them under the 
moral 


pressure of the United States than with- 
out it. 


ON THE BRINK OF A GREAT WAR 


Today the possibility of war between 


Turkey'a-nd Great Britain appears to be 
real. 
Tomorrow it may disappear. But 


whether war materializes or not/ the 
forces which threaten the present conflict 
will remain and will menace the peace 
of Europe, unless removed, until war ac- 
tually occurs. 
The drama in the Near 


east is being manipulated from Paris and 
London. 
All of the acts, commencing 


with the treaty of Sevres, the restoration 
of King Constantino, the war between 
Greece and Turkey, were directed from 
the capitals of France and Great Britain. 
Greece and Turkey are merely the cats- 
paws of European powers striving for 
commercial supremacy and trade advan- 
tages in the Near east or in the larger ter- 
ritories controlled by strategic points 
there. 
The World war had its inception _ 


in the Balkans, but the dispute between 
Austria and Serbia was merely an incident 
of the struggle between the central pow- 
ers and the Entente for political and com- 
mercial supremacy. 
They were the cats- 


paws of Germany on the one hand and the 
allies on the other. 


The present crisis is one of the most 


dangerous in the turbulent history of Eu- 
rope, not merely because of its present se- 
riousness, but rather because of its por- 
tentous significance. 
There is -little 


doubt that Great Britain will fight to pre- 
serve the freedom of the Dardanelles and 
the waters which control commerce be- 
tween the Black Sea and the Mediterran- 
ean. 
If she fights she will of course ex- 


pel Turkey from the neutral territory the 
Nationalists have invaded, but no one can 
tell at what cost. No one can say just 
what France will or will not do. nor what 
Eussia may or may not do. No one can 
say where the war will end if one of the 
principals becomes involved in it. 


For the moment France and Great 


Britain may act in accord, that is. to the 
extent of maintaining the freedom of the 
Dardanelles, but the fact remains that 
these two nations are consciously devel- 
oping a set of policies in the Near east 
which are antagonistic and the conse- 
quences of which they are disregarding. 
Turkey will still be the tool of France and 
Greece of Great Britain. 
The National- 


ists of Turkey may or may not succeed 
in their ambition, but £hat will make no 
difference. 
So. too. in Greece Constan- 


tine may fall and Venizelos may be called 
back to power, but that will make no dif- 
ference. 
They will be merely moves in 


the great game of chess between London 
and Paris for advantages in their East- 
ern program. 


There is but one thing that stands be- 


tween peace and another great European 
conflagration. 
It is the weakened condi- 


tion of the rivals and the memories of 
what they have passed through in the 
years from 
1914 to 1918. Europe's 


statesmen may, as they seem inclined to, 
disregard this restraining influence, but 
their military leaders and those who have 
to do the fighting cannot. 
The stage is 


set for a repetition of the catastrophe of 
1914, a catastrophe that would involve 
practically the whole of Europe, and it is 
certain as anything can be in politics that 
the crucial situation at Constantinople 
would end in a general appeal to arms if 
the belligerents, real and potential, pos- 
sessed the man power and the fighting 
spirit. 
The bitterness of rivalry has not 


heen dissipated, but rulers and statesmen 
know the perils of risking another gen- 
eral war. 
They know it would precipi- 


tate revolutions of the most violent char- 
acter. They -will, we think, be afraid to 
risk them. 


Prance may at the last minute cause 


Turkey to yield, but whether she does or 
does not the outcome will be only a tem- 
porary solution. la the background the

form. 


Both parties disregard the Railroad

damage. Steps must be taken to prevent 
recurrence of similar disregard for the 
common welfare. 
Both employers and

Q. What are the oldest gold coin? 


in the world? R- B. E. 


A. The "staters" of Croesus are 


generally believed to have been the 
first gold coins- ever minted. 
Thirty 


of these coins were recently un- 
earthed in the buried ruins of Saxdis, 
in Asia. Minor, by an American ar- 
eheological expedition. 
They are at 


least 2,500 years old. The coins are 
all of the same type, showing on the 
obverse the foreparts of a lion and a. 
bull facing each other, and on the 
reverse two saugres stamped in. There 
are slight variations in the size and 
weight, but the amount of .gold in 
each is a little more than in our 
five-dollar gold pieces. 
Croesus not 


only coined gold but adjusted his sys- 
tem of coinage to a convenient ex- 
change basis with the- silver and cop- 
per coins of the Greeks and the Baby- 


lonians and other orientals. His father, 
Alyattes. made coins of an alloy of 
gold and sil»«r, but it remained for 
Croesus to put the country on a gold 
basis. He might be termed the father 
of the gold standard. 
\Q. Can land be judged by the 
weeds that grow on it? , 


A. The character of their growth 


indicates the quality of the soil. Wild 
carrot and the ox-eye daisy grow only 
upon poor soils, or soils that have 
been robbed of their fertility. Sheep 
sorrel indicates acid land, the neces- 
sity of applying lime to "sweeten" 
the soil.

In the handling and storage of it. 
Jt is maintained by the fuel admin 
istration. The 
present 
anthracite 


shortage •will tempt many household- 
ers, merchants and manufacturers to 
store 
unnecessary supplies of soft 


«oal, and soft coal that is not handled 
and stored carefully will increase fire 
hazards, it is announced. 


In connection with the observance 


Of fire prevention week, -which opens 
next Monday, the fuel administration 
offers 
several 
suggestions. 
Large 


quantities of soft coal stored in the 
open should be placed 
in 
seperate 


piles so that when a fire starts it 
cannot 
spread through the 
entire 


amount, and the affected pile can be 
extinguished and moved. 


Coal that is the size of walnut or 


larger is well adanted for storms, 
the administration advises. Mine run, 
alack or screenings, on account of tb,e 
fine coal and the dust, is not suited 
for storage m basements. 


No coal should be placed near a hot 


pipe or against a hot furnace or other 
hot surface. 
One.should never mat 


ashes with coal for fear of live coals. 
If coal must be wet down at all, tho 
wet portion should be used at once 
It is important that pieces of waste, 
oily rags, sticks, paper and other rub- 
bish be kept away from coal piles. 
Attention should be given to the prop 
er cleaning of flues and chimneys.

Guard against overheating and over- 


fusing caused by too large fuses, he 
said. Don't overload by putting too 
many lights on one circuit. 
Never 


sang any electric cords on a naif, or 
ever let it come in contact with any 


metal or wood. Keep them away from 
gas pipes especially. 


When extension lines are installed, 
hey should be of an approved type, 
leavy and well insulated. Unless this 
precaution is followed there is danger 
not only of fire, but loss of life. Take 
proper precautions with electric flat 
rons. If you have no signal light, be 
ure that the current is nut turned on, 
when you leave the room or house. 
Guard 
against 
homemade 
lamps. 


Don't cover electric light bulbs with 
cloth or paper shades or decorations. 


Don't use weather proof wire for the 


nterior of the house, because the in-- 
iulation lasts only a short time. Wir- 
ng in wet basements should be done 
by means of conduits and porcelain 
sockets, and not with open wires.

MINNOW NETS THAT GETS 'EM 
On a vacation trip last August it 


was my end of the game to supply 
live minnows for bait for the ladies 
and children for still fishing, wnne 
my pal and I were trout fishing. This 
is the way I did it and saved time. 


I took a piece of mosquito netting 


doubled it, cut it around three feet in 
diameter, and tied eight pieces of 
heavy line about three feet long to 
eight points of the mosquito netting. 
th?n I brought the loose eight ends 
together and tied them to a piece ot 
two-by-four about two feet long, which 
made a float. The whole thing re 
sembled an inverted parachute. I then 
took a handful of oatmeal, soaked It 
and put it in the net and placed the 
net in the lake in about three feat of 
water. In about five minutes the bot 
torn of the net was covered with shin- 
ers feeding on the oatmeal. I raised 
the net slowly, and as the sides came 
up first, nearly all 
of the minnows 


were trapped. I was relieved of min- 
noxv catching for the rest of the trip, 
after the children saw me do the trick 
once. This is the simplest day I know 
of to get live bait in the shortest time. 


For an all-round live bait that has 


the reputation of bringing home the 
bacon, most any time during the open 
season, give us the minnow family, 
which, by the way, is a large tribe. 
Some fishermen call any small fish a 
minnow, which is wrong, as the min- 
now family is a distinct line made up 
of over 100 different species and most 
small streams arid lakes have from ten 
to thirty spccias in their waters. You 
will find the minnow in all sorts of 
places, the spot-tailed shiner mainly 
in the lakes, 
fallfish 
in the large 


streams and 
chub 
in 
the smaller 


streams. The minnows taken from the 
rapid flowing waters and riffles maks 
the sturdiest bait and at the same time 
the liveliest, as their constant fight 
with the swift current gives them 
more "pep" than the minnows from 
the gravel-bars or the deeper, quieter 
pools.
